"All their Kings are fallen. It does not only mean 
that they are dead, for that's an univerſal Fate;

The 
whole Race were peculiar both in the Neglect of 
their Duty to God, and in the Reach of God's 
Anger to them. Feroboam ſeeth five hundred 
thouſand Men kill'd out of his Army in one Oy 3 
and it's iid, that after this he never 'yecover'd 
Strength again, but the Lord ſtruck him, and he 
died. We are not told with what Diſtemper, 
but it muſt be in ſome way that publiſh'd the 
Divine Reſentment, that all the World might 
ſee he died under a Cloud of Guilt, and by the 
Hand of Vengeance; that his laſt Hours were 
darken'd with a Curſe.

ſad way of ſending a Perſon into Eternity, not 
to get out of his Doze till the Flames awake him! 
But this Zimri, walking in the Sins of that Line, 
which God had rais'd him up to puniſh, is reduc'd 
to the Neceſſity of deſtroying himſelf. 0 80 
After him, the People anointed Omri: his Reign 
is vile for about the ſpace of twelve Vears, and 
he leaves the Kingdom to a Son worſe than him- 
ſelf; to Ahab, who did Evil above all that were be- 
fore him; who had ſold himſelf to do Wickedneſs. 
His Name is notorious enough in Scripture for 
publick Idolatries and Perſecutions, for private 
Frauds and Cruelties, each of which was .heigh- 


ten'd by his marrying a Heathen: He dies in 
Battle, and the Dogs lick his Blood, and is ſuc- 


ceeded by Ahaziah. Now the beſt of all their 
Number was Fehu, whom God rais'd up for the

© fundamental Laws of this Kingdom, neither the Peers 
« of this Realm, nor the Commons, nor both together, in 
Parliament or out of Parliament, nor the People col- 
« le&ively or repreſentatively, nor any other Perſons 
© whatſoever, ever had, have, hath, or ought to have, 
© any coercive Power over the Perſon of the Kings 
This was as directly contrary to the Truth of our Hifto- 
ry and Records, as it was contrary to all Free Govern- 
ment. But as if this had not been enough, he procur'd 
an Act the Year following for the well-governing and re- 
gulating of Corporations, which oblig'd all Magiftrates 
and others bearing Office, to take the following Declara- 
tion: I 4. B. do declare and believe, That tis not law- 
© ful upon any pretence whatever to take Arms againſt 
© theKing ; and that I do abhor that traitorous Poſition, 
«© of taking Arms by his Authority againft his Perſon, or 


s againſt thoſe commiſſion'd by him. So help me God.“ 


he fame Declaration was impos'd upon all Clergy- 

men by the Act of Uniformity: and that the Noncon- 
ſormiſts might be farther oppreſs'd, it was enacted by the 
17th of his Reign, cap. 2. That they ſhou'd ſwear what 
the Church-Clergy were only to declare, with this Ad- 
dition, That they wou'd not at any time endeavour any 
Alteration of Government, either in Church or State. 
And if they ' refus'd this Oath, they were liable to very 
ſevere Penalties 3 for which we refer to the Act. 
Having thus eftabliſh'd a Deſpotical and Uncontronla- 
ble Power, he and his Brother the late King James made

tion, it is therein alſo enacted, That all Officers and Mi. 
niſters whatſoever are to ſerve their Majeſties and their 


Our Glorious King William having thus deliyer'd us 
from the Tyranny of Princes and their Miniſters; he de- 
liver d us alſo from Popery by the ſame. Act, and con- 
firm'd it by another in the 12th and 13th of his Reign; 
cap. 2. intitled, An A& for the farther Limitation of the Crown, 
and better ſecuring the Rights. and Liberties of the Subject. 
wherein there is this Clauſe, vix. That all and every 
< Perſon and Perſons, that is, are, or ſhall be reconcil'd
